In Addition to the 
P r o b l e m s of 
Defense 


Washington, Dee. 23 
(AP) 
Such domestic questions as Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt’s monetary powers, 
the soil conservation program, and 
continuation of the bituminous coal 
commission will compete with de­ 
fense problems for attention in the 
new congress meeting Jan. 3. 
Hie life of the Bituminous Coal 
commission, which recently estab­ 
lished schedules ot minimum coal 
prices, will come to an end April 
26 under present law. Senator Guf­ 
fey (D-Pa ), author of the original 


act, is expected to seek its extension. 
Tile President’s authority to de­ 
value the dollar and the life of the 
treasury’s $2,000,000,000 stabilization 
fund will come to an end June 30. 
1941, unless congress renews them. 
Likewise, the present farm act 
provides that no soil conservation 
benefits may be paid alter Jan. I, 
1942. except on farming operations 
prior to that time. 
If congress 
wants to continue the program, it 
will have to act next year. 
Tile first automatic expiration 
date coming before the new con­ 
gress will be the President’s power 
to reorganize the executive branch 
of the government. No reorganiza­ 
tion orders can De effective under 
the law unless transmitted to con­ 
gress before Jan. 21, 1941,

Ii somebody will be good enough 
to put his finger on the mysterious 
bottleneck which has prevented the 
German I rom employing more than 
a limited number of warplanes over 
Britain at any one tine. then I 
will make a close guess as to whether 
Hitler will succeed in the invasion 
which England is expecting him to 
attempt in the near future 
The importance of this Query is 
emphasised by the week-end feat 
of the Royal Air Force in ranging 
western Europe from Norway to the 
Adriatic for bombing raids over six 
countries.

premised on such absolute control 
of the air that Britain and her 
3,000 OOO soldiers can be bombed into 
near insensibility before an effort
